Hie new government policy 
dictates that welfare recipients 
who previously could get free 
medication directly from hos- 
pitals must now take their pre- 
scription^ to an assigned hos- 
pital doctor for his signature, 
and then go to an independent 
drugstore for a cost estimate, 
nte next stop is to talce . thé es- 
timate to their welfare office 
for the required funds. Then, 
they return to the druptore .to~ 
have theirprescripUons filled. 

Problems start tb arise due 
to the fact that welfare recipients 
are often old or disabled, and 
can't malie these trips across 
town. One pensioner, who had 
a heart ailment, and whose hus- 
band wa^ blind, said yesterday

Several ""advocates" " i.e. those

The Committee has so far re 
ceived support from the McGiU 
Student Association, Hllel House, 
various municipal social agen- 
cies, and several churches and 
synagogues. The United Church 
refused to lend their support, 
claiming, that the sit-iimers were 
hindering hospitàl^er^cés by 
using elevators and telephones.

Vice-Principai emphatic 
CEGËP not permanent 

Academic vice-principal Michael Oliver has strongly denied 
the suggestion In yesterday's Daily that the government may force 
McGill to continue Its CEGEP on a permanent basis. 

"In the fin^ place, we are not at the present running a CE- 
GEP," Oliver stated. "We are running a collège equivalent pro- 
gram which U befng slowly, phased oiit of existence." • 

"Under the terms^of 'Bill 21, which states that a CEGEP Is 
a public corporation, we don't have the right to run a CEGEP," 
he continued. "But if the government should decide to make us 
continue our college equivalent program, as far as I can see 
that would be nothing more than a brand new level of coercion." 

"However, i personally don't feel that the government will 
take such a course,'! he said. i;',-^ ■ ■ 

MëGIII's present policy, as decided on by SehateTls^thatl 
enrollment In the college equivalent program will be reduced an- 
nually until the program Itself disappears completely In 1975. 
This decision was made for purely financial reasons: for one 
thing, McGill Is allowed^76Jn Income tax claims for a college 
equivalent student, as£bm|»red to $554 for an Arts student.

out its college^eqiHraliyjyjl^ to the schedulè

The Last Resort 



Working in Europe during tlie summer is a good way to pay for 
a trip abroad and. at tlie same time, earn money for next year's 
tuition. However, several difficulties must be overcome before 
tfie prospective traveller can fulfill his "ideal" vacation. 

Obtaining a work permit is the worst of these difficulties. 
Most European countries do not give permits to people who don't 
intend to remain in their country for some period of time unless the 
applicant has employment already lined up. 

Naturally, getting a job is not an easy task at a distance of 
3,000 miles from the job market. 

Organizations do exist, though, which will assist people in find- 
ing employment. These gro'ups can be classed into two categories: 
those sponsoring exchanges for a sntali fee to cover overhead ex- 
penses, and, commercial ventures. 

At McGill, exchange-type groups include AIESEC. which ar- 
ranges employment exchanges for Economics and Commerce stu- 
dents, and the Canadian-German Student Exchange, for students 
enrolled in German courses. 

The University's branch of AIESEC annually sends about 15 stu- 
dents overseas. Unless you have intiinate contact with that organiza- 
tion, you must have taken three economics or management courses. 
Tlidr office is in Union 465;^ ; 

TheGerrnanDeparthient handlâ the other student exchange. 

The Faculty of Engineering may run a similar operation, but 
no information could be found confirming its existence. 

Commercial organizations off-campus do exist, but very little 
was discovered about them either. One of them will have posters 
up in a few months advertising work camps, and opportunities for 
study abroad, lliey reportedly charge.$150 for a complete package 
of transportation to and from a job^ovencas. 

The Anglo-America Association, 60a Plye St.. Newport 1, W., 
England, claims they will find you work in the U.K. for $25. It 
was impossible to check on their authenticity, but they appear to be 
reputable, and might be useful to you. x ■ - \ 

A listing in the files of the Student Information Centre is the 
North American Students Association, at 152 W, 42nd, St. New York 
10036. 

If some organbation asks that you pay in advance or leave a 
large deposit with them, immediately they are suspect of fraudulent 
practices. For instance, it might not be you who takes the flight to 
Europe. 

IThe best news regarding the finding of jobs in Europe comes 
from^Quebec's charter flight orgaqization, Tourbec. They will be 
publishing an information booklet on "Working in Europe" in about 
two weeks time. The authors declined to give any details on it be- 
fore publication, but if you call them later at 849-2374, or write 
to 112 St. Paul 0.. you can get a copy. 

If you have had personal experiences, good or bad, with the work 
situation in Europe, the Last Resort would like to hear about them.

Education 
revolution 

Dr. E. Pedersen. chairman of 
the Department of Educational 
Research explained his revolu- 
tionary theories of the system 
and process of early education 
yesterdajr„ln a speech given in 
the Education Building. 

The main emphasis of his 
lecture seemed to lie on the 
"socialization model" theory. 
Tills theory effectively states 
that a teacher's preconceived 
notions of his' pupik tend to 
determine his treatment of their 
education. Much like the inher- 
ent bad-faith self-fulfilling 
image of political science, the 
"socialization model" predicts 
that a teacher will interpret and 
manage the behaviour of -his 
pupils in such a way that the 
teacher's subjective differences 
between the pupils of the beginn- 
ing^ of the year become objec- 
tive realities at the end of the 
school year. 

Dr. Pedersen also clarified a 
statement which he had made 
recently, apparently misquoted 
by some sources. He was report- 
ed to have said, "reading should 
not be taught to children under 
the age of eight". Dr. Pedersen 
emphasized that his original sta- 
tement was that "children under 
the age of eight should not be 
taught reading by systematic 
means". 

Dr. Pedersen feels that, due- 
to the "self-fulfilling prophecy" 
nature of modern early education, 
pupils are being cast into prede- 
termined roles which have 
nothing whatever to do with aca- 
demic skill. Even worse, their 
individual development is being 
dealt irreparable- damage by 
their teachers' attitudes.

The Youth Division, headed by 
Loyola student Robert Hest, al- 
ready has several projects mov- 
ing out of the planning stage into 
action. 

The project soliciting the most 
volunteers at the moment is the 
telethon, scheduled for Aprib 30, 
1971. This television special, 
entertaining viewing audiences 
while asking for pledges for the 
Federated Appeal, •will be the 
wind-up to this year's fund- 
raising 'campaign. 

Donations will be picked up im- 
mediately as they are phoned in. 
This will call for squads of stu- 
dents manning cars and telepho- 
nes in various areas of Mont- 
real. 

Frank Kindellan. fourth year 
communications arts students at 
Loyola, is in charge of the pro- 
ject. It will be shown on both 
French and English television, 
as well as broadcast over radio. 

Hie names of entertainers have 
not yet been released by the di- 
vision, but it is understood that 
they will be primarily Canadian. 

If the telethon is successful, 
the Youth Division will probably 
make it a regular feature of an- 
nual campaigns. - 

Chairman Robert Hest, a 
fourth year Political Science 
student, wants to involve Mont- 
real youth in the Montreal sce- 
ne. "Too many young people are 
turned off completely to all or*- 
ganizations, and structures," he 
noted. "But there is no need for 
them to drop out." 

"The generation gap is non- 
sense." he continued. "It does 
notexist. : We're ' all in this to- . 
gether. It's not just up to the' 
adults or- up to the youth. We all 
have to lend a helping hand." 

This is emphasized by the 
overwhelming co^)peration that 
the new division has received 
from the Federated Appeal ca- 
binet of businessmen and compa- 
ny executives. They have put up 
the capital needed to -swing the 
telèthon^ilitO:^actlon. Also, they 
are 'flnahâng several other youth - 
projects. 

A group of students from Mc- 
Gill and Loyola are working, on a 
documentary film dealing with 
poverty in this city, and outlin- 
ging the reasons for. the concep- 
tion of this youth'movement. 

The film points out contrasts 
between the rich and poor in 
Montreal that are so startling 
that Hest is confident they will 



at least start people thinking, if 
not stir them to action.

Pakistan relief 

More than $16,000 has been 
donated to the East Pakistan 
Relief Fund through street do- 
nations and through the mail 
since the beginning of their ma- 
jor campaign last Friday. 

"The response to the Blitz 
has been encouraging and grat- 
ifying," said David Elisha, 
chairman of the East Pakistan 
Relief Fund Committee. 

Die Blitz started last Friday 
with East Pakistan Day, and 
continues through into this 
week.. , 

Mr. Elisha, however, is not 
satisfied with student participa- 
tion in the campaign. Only 
fifty students have canvassed for 
donations since the beginning of 
theBUtz. 

The total amount of monéy do- 
nations reached $35,000 on 
Monday night. In addition, the 
Relief Fund Committee is hop- 
ing for a $10,000 donation from 
the Bank of Montreal sometime 
this week. 

Last week four truckloads of 
clotiiing were shipped to East 
Pakistan, and members of the 
Cbmmittee estimate that more 
.than five tons of clothing have 
been sent by the McGill branch 
of the Relief Fund alone. 

Medical supplies have been 
generously donated by several 
pharmaceutical companies and 
these donations amount to $150,- 
000. 

This afternoon at 12:30 The 
McGill Choral Society will be 
parforming at. Place Victoria 
and there is an urgent call for 
volunteers to collect money at 
this performance. 

Unless the Relief Fund at Mc- 
Gill renews their two week per- 
mit, issued on November 18th, 
the fund raising campaigns will 
^conclude with a Pakistani Cul- 
tural Show Friday night. The 
show will feature dancers, sing- 
ers, and sitarists in an even- 
ing of Pakistani entertainment 
' Despite the contradictory re- 
ports concerning the number of 
dead in East Pakbtaii, all sour- 
ces confirm that at° least 200,- 
000 bodies have been found. 
"There is still an urgent and 
continuing need for relief," said

What would 
I like to draw and write about? My last six yeats as an erotic 
artist had given me a wealth of information and. some very 
{asdnating Ufe experiences. 



^~At first, I must confess that I had vindictive images of 
a series of male "crotch shots," complete with black socks 
and .gptërs. But that is the other side of the sexual double 
standard and really b a turn-off.

I mentioned to the group that I found it interesting that 
every time'I drew an^rect cock, i^ was always censored - - 
even SCREW had to censor my dràwingr of erection in order 
to get printed. The law prohibiting hard-on display was ob- 



One^woman said, VThe erect penirirtoo^roticâUy stim- ^ 
ulating for women." Her acceptance of this idea fascinated 
me. I wondered why she never considered pictures of the 
open,' available cunt as too erotically stimulating for men? 
It seemed xlear to me that w omen j »iU have Jo add equal 
".erotic rignts" to their list of dèimSmlThere are,''of course, 
publications aimed.at thermale homosexual market in which 
the penis is preseritnl'^rotiâlly. but by law not erect.. The 
"turgid" penis is acceptable - that is, below a 45 degree 
angle. (It's really a wild vision I get of these very dignified 
lawmakers poring over pictures of cocks to. determine the 
legality of it all based on a 45 degree angle. What the hell 
is , going on In their heads?) At any, rate, these publications 
showfaiglmale "crotches" do not work as a tum-on for wom- 
en liècaiBe of their obvious hontntçxuàl orientation. 



'Protecting the female" 



. One woman said the law "was protecting lily-white fem: 
inine sensibilities - women should not be turned on by di- 
rect, straight sex." Another said r "Mb^Jt. would be too 
exciting for us.' We still have to be prptM^^^otherwise there 
is no^vip^foking,; exaggerating, or àmfusingCrealvsexual 
contëmiV'^ùtfTfoc'uising on "protecting Ui«^fernaie'*'is actu- 
ally a way of protecting the male. If the wonian is kept vir- 
ginal, chaste, uniformed, erotically disinterested, x and 
protected from overt sexual material, the man feels "safe" 
because his tenuous masculinity will not be "put to the test.". 

One. woman said the male simply can't handle "size- 
king, competition." "niei repressidn'iof . réa l|ÉMya lty always 
lea^ to strange and exaggerated ndÙonsSïjmMfetlv explains 
the extreme concern most men have atM^wffice of theii: 

I feel that men would benefit from seeing pictures of 
erections because they, would then realize that most erect 
cocks are within a limited size range. Because of the "mas- 
culine mystique,** -this is something a man can rarely, If ever; 
discuss with other men. The Ainerican hang-up on "bigger ; 
means better" is simply one-dimensional thinking. Thé wom- 
en I asked showed no marked preference for à big cock. 'They 
had many other considerations -, bijt that is another story. 



Another female comment was: "The cock has come to 
be such a supreme symbol of masculinity, that to show this 
'ultimate' leaves the man with his glory.' reduced to black 



and white." If masculinity is to be equated with the erect 
cock, to show a picture of it would be sacrilegious. God might 
have a wart on his no^el 



A "call to action"? 

The men's answers were equally interesting. On one, I 
got the actual law: "Obscenity prosecutions today require 
the démonstration of three conditions: (I) that the questioned 
material must appeal to prurient interests; (2) that it goes 
beyond the scope and candor of contemporary community 
standards; (3) that It b utterly without socially refleeming 
value." But , we (àii show the female genitals open and ready 
for sexualj action :.while we cannot show the .male genitals 
ready for sâ(uai action. Since the actual' law does not spec- 
ify male or female, it is obvious that the interpretation of 
.the law by men is based on a sexual double standard. 



One man said that thé erect cock was: l.'too sincere for 
this society." and that the male did not want tP be.lôoked upon 
as a sex object. I agree. Who' does? But the facH is (Uat wom- 
en are! Ibe sexual double standard is still very much alive. 
Another ntan answered: "In a woman-dominated society, 
the female calls the shots .on what is socially acceptable. 
An erect penis would be considered overly stimulating and 
embarrassing to the female onlooker." He offered as an 
example the leaves covering the cocks on statues in the Va- 
"icari.^'Xctually, the leaves .were placed there by the church 
fathers after a full-scale attack on the male genitals led by 
a male (the Italian religious fanatic Savonarola), in the 1400's. 



WfnOTd*lnv61ved in sex research wrote: "Tbe surface 
reason is that the erect penis is highly visible and the most 
clearcut, unniistakable.^mboLPf ^sexualjirousal, which is a 
highly threatening thii^ .int^a^^Uvg^dety. However, 
I think there are two sùppr^'éd'ire^^LU) Our double- 
standard sodety regards the erect CMcfats^VcaU to action.' 
When; the male cock is up, the female must taike action (phal- 
lic worship). (2) More importantly, men are extremely up- 
tight about becoming sex objects themselves and are veiy 
fearful of having to compete genitally. They fear, more spe- 
dfically, being measured by their hard-ons (their ability to 
get them, keep' th^m, and perform heroically), and not being 
large enough or larger than the next gay" 



. It would be nice if à guy could just have a hard-on be- 
cause it felt good. It would be the same for a woman to feel 
turned -oh without the "call to action." Our sex-neptive so- 
'dety .creates a sex-starved environment where sexual arousal 
is Wewed as urgent (backed up frustration) and one must 
"make out." even under stress or in difficult drcîimstances. 
Ibe point is that if you are sexually expressed, sexual arousal 
does not necessarily mean "homy,". 



Another interesting male" answer was: "Females do not 
have erections, and men feel awkward about their stale of 
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sexual tenilbtHshowing." That one Intrigued me, becanse 
women do have erections, the female genitals increase in _ 
size with sexual stimulation. Ihe dictionary ^ves' as one of 
two definitionis of the'phatlus: "The pénis or clitoris or tiiCi 
sexually undifferentiated organ out of which each develops'.t?^ 
' If we all thought of the phallic symbol as both clitoris and r 
penis, we could establish a common base for humaii sexuality. 



I' "Cock In thé hole only" 

It has'been: clearly, established and scientifically demon- 
strated that tliè' Woman's point of pleasure is in her phallus 
(clitoris) arid that is how she comes. But tiie myth, of the va- 
ginal orgasm dies slowly. Despite all of the sckalled new 
4^ sexual freedom,' the abundance of marriage manuals, sden- 
ji^tific investiption, erotic art and films, we still have a fix- 
îâtion on "the cock in the hole!" And once that male phallus 
lis in that hole, that's all there is to sex! Not true! Ciitoral 
If stimulation for^the fepule: is as csseiitial as.; getting a; hard-;

So why don't^we let go of our fixed notions,.and Ideas?.^

I didn't undentand that 
shè already had a phallus of her own - her clltorb: The phal- 
lic woman need not- be a negaUve concept; that b Freudian 
thinking. The passive, submissive, wife-inomroy of the 
tumed-off Victorian era b the arbitrary model of the so- 
called "proper" female role. Hie new phallic woman of the 
electronic age might simply be equal and free to determine 
her own role in sodety. She would be able to state .her po- 
sition and her pleastué. She would be able to do her own thing 
and make it in the world as an equal human phallic being.

There are few UUngs as obnorioiis as groups which set themselves 
up as parallel powers with the self-bàtbwed right to harass or even 
execute people. Such groups have no restraints until they are caught, 
and no. legitimacy but for their messianic delusions. Examples? The 
FLQ is one such group; and, in a far iQore significant way, so is the 
military establishment in the US. 

One never ceases to be awed by the enormity of the military hi the 
US. Its enormous edifice the. Pentagon contains, in the wor(b^of Ç.. 
Wright Mills, the organized brains of the American means of violence; ^ 
Its monstrous size has always been a source of amazement: Ûie 
Pentagon, the world's largest office building, has 17 miles of corridor, 
over 40,000 phones, 2100 intercoms, 31,300 employees, 170 security 
'officers and 4 full-time workers doing nothing but replacing light 
bulbs; it produces ten tons of non-classified waste paper a day, which 
is sold for about ^,000 a year (but it spends several times ttiat 
amount each year just on its own propaganda.) 

Of late we have become more aware of some of the military's 
domestic activities. The most frightening facts are, the disclosures 
that the military has. for years been operating as a "secret police." 
According to the NBC, plainclothes army intelligence agents wander 
around thè country gathering information about anti-war, civil rights : 
-and radical ^oups, and even high-level elected officials. Over the 
years it has carried on spying activities at Martin Luther King's 
funeral, the Poor People's Campaign, demonstrations ..at the' 1968 
conventions and President Axon's inaugural. At the Chica'go convention 
army agents were ordered to' "put great emphasis" on a phone call 
that had been "monitored" between Eugene McCarthy's office and a 
peace group offering medical service to the injiired demonstrators. 

None of the people involved in organizing these events, the top 
level leaders of the two big parties^ were ever informed of the presence 
of the agents from the anny^Kiirit^^graq^ji^^ 

Two frightening aspeds'^anti xTutf Oiie^heni il 
files containing the names of "various high officiab within thé US 
government-senators, representatives, and various other officials 
within the government, all of whom at one time or another spoke oiit 
against the Vietnam War" (this is according to a retired am^ intelli- 
gence agent appearing on NBC television.) • , • 

The other is the failure of the army to respect the 1963 Executive 
. Order which prohibits the use of federal .electronic surveillance 
without the approval of the attorney-general; Ramsay (Hark says he 
never gave any such approval to any federal agency, but that doesn't 
bother the army. In fact, ttie army doesn't seem to bother listening 
to anyone - except the corporations it is so tightly aligned and linked 
with. ., 

It's disgusting that this.is^^^kind.of;,jleinoctacyithat the army 
sends people to Asia to die fwîana^'t'dmnestic^diu^ are told

Bringing 
old people into the now genera- 
tion, or perhaps buying a sta- 
tion or two, or, who knows, 
a newspaper - for Geoff Sterl- 
ing? 

Pringle's blunt refusal 



brought back some memories 
- It was only a year ago that 
he came humbly, into the Daily 
office asking us for. our support 
to extend the two-hour rock 
broadcasting timè to 24 hours 
a day. He told us he had a 
communal-rock program in 
mind - rock ana folk music, 
even some jazz, and Uie station 
was to be used as a forum for 
• discussion and community in- 
volvement. 

The Daily enthusiastically 
supported Pringle. An article 
was written, signatures were 
collected and hundreds of stu- 
dents sent letters of support to 
the management of the station. 

Now, a year , later, we can 
see the results: the community 
spirit limits itself to giggles, 
and childish conunentaries 
from some folk singers who 
happen to pass through town, 
while Pringle, Shifrin, Marcus, 
et al sit and preach love and 
understanding.

The new Information Center is 
quite distinct from the akeady 
established Pre-medical Advisory 
Service. Hie services are admin- 
istratively different in that the 
Pre-Medical Advisory Service is 
under the Jurisdiction of the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine. PMIC, however, 
is completely dependent on stu- 



dent volunteers and has no official 
connections with the faculty.

They (the dept), feel, and proba-~ 
bly righUy so, that if AthleUcs' ' 
is . 'suspended' enthrely it will 
make it exceptionally difficult . 
to bring it back in the future. 
They prefer rather to 'keep a 
foot in the door' by maintaining 
a limited program financed by 
sources outside of the „ uniyei^

Their effortsWsMim^funds 
have met with wary reactions. 
Certain groups are quite willing 
to help support Intercollegiale 
sports at-McGill and yet are 
worried by what 'seems to be 
the total disconcem of the stu- 
dent population. In short they 
are' woriied^^that they would 
be giving 'thdr^ money away to 
people who don't want it 

In an attempt to combat this, 
several phys. ed. students with 
the cooperation of the Students 



Athletics Council and the Varsity 
teams, are organiziiig^i^ally.in 
support of the continuation '^of- 
MoGiU Intercollegiate AthleUcs.

budget théyfnouldlfhave had to 
take the money out of the coffers 
of the Instructional Communica- 
tion Centre. 

This . however,, should have 
no bearing whatsoever on Friday's 
rally. Nobody is disputing the 
administration's decision to 
withdraw financial support . . . 
all they are doing is demonstrat- 
ing that there -are students at 
McGill who would like to see 
a sports program at McGill. 
And that's sometMng that few. 
people can disagree with. 

For regardless of one's feel- 
ing; on the place of sports' at 
MoGill,. there is no doubt that 
they do add something colourful 
to the university atmosphere. 
Several thousand students turn 



out to watch college sports each 
year, .niimerous others enjoy 
reading about them in the Daily, 
and still others go . as far as 
participating in them. 

While none of this is necessar- 
ily, a justification for the allot- 
ment of university funds, it does 
indicate that there area large 
number of studentslwho enjoy 
having : Intercollegiate sports 
at McGill. What is needed now 
is for some of those students 
to stand up and indicate to 
the people "who are considering 
financial adoption of the Athletic 
Program, that there are students 
atMcGill who enjoy sports.
